Quench:  extinguish,  put  out  holy  fire  &  fervency 

Know  that  Spirit  quenched  when 

♦  Godly  impulses  and  desires  become  squelched. 

♦  When  fervency  for  things  of  Lord  becomes  dull. 

♦  When  become  apathetic  toward  spiritual  things. 
How? 

Disobeying  Word  of  God  —  sinning 
Not  obeying  promptings  of  Holy  Spirit 
Not  feeding  flames  of  spiritual  nature 
Feeding  desires  of  flesh.
